i it is tnis: m e law says, "We coin 371*4 
grains pure silver and 23.2 grains pure 
gold, respectively, into dollars, and con­ 
fer upon these coins functions which 
make for them a permanent and equal 
demand." 
When this is the law peo­ 
ple will not take less for their silver 
and gold, the quantities above named, 
than a dollar uf current money, for they 
have the right to have it coined into 
dollars. 
The law fixes the quantity 
in the dollar, and the unlimited demand 
holds it firmly to that point. 
In this 
respect money is a creation of law. 
Without this law there is a demand for 
the metals. 
The law adds a new use 
and a demand for it. 
“This unlimited demand for the two 
m etals existed in all the world at ra ­ 
tios one to the other up to 1816, when 
England closed her m ints to silver. The 
demand thus made fixed the commer­ 
cial value 
of the two metals at the 
ratio fixed by law. England closing her 
m ints had practictlly no effect. 
She 
was at that time the greatest commer­ 
cial nation in the world, but the com­ 
merce and trade of the other nations 
were sufficient to absorb all the surplus 
of both metals, and the closing of the 
English m ints to silver made no differ­ 
ence. It was designed to do so and was 
the beginning of the movement intend­ 
ed to limit the quantity of prim ary 
money to one of the m etals and corres­ 
pondingly decrease the value of 
the 
other' metal." 
Mr H orr—“All these inquiries about 
the valuation in the ratio of the past 
are of little account in this debate. This 
one fact is adm itted by ‘Coin’ and dis- 
! puted by no one: All the civilized n a­ 
tions of the world have ceased the free 
coinage of silver upon any ratio. Silver 
to-day has no free coinage in any coun- 
! try w’here gold is the standard, and 
only in such countries as are using sil- 
j ver as the unit and m easure of value. 
It is adm itted by all, so far as I know, 
th a t the real m easure of value in the 
commerce between nations is a grain of 
gold. All gold coins of all nations pass 
and for th at m atter gold in all forms 
pesses current, and the value of such 
coin or piece is determined by the num ­ 
ber of grains of pure gold contained in 
the same, without regard to the shape 
in which it m ay be found. That, under- 
tan d me, is in the international bai- 
.nces of the w’orld in commercial tran s­ 
itio n s. The balances between nations, 
hen, are all calculated on a gold basis; 
diver is used as money in all the na- 
ions of the world, but in the civilized 
•ountries only as a medium of exchange 
,nd not as a measure of value. It m atr- 
ers little how such a state of affairs

It is reported that Maximo 
Gomez is centering a considerable force 
of insurgents thirty miles from Puerto 
Principe. 
Recent arrivals at the latter 
city state th at w’hile the troops are g ar­ 
risoned at the principal towns, the rebels 
have complete control of the country. A 
large section of the insurgents are pre­ 
pared to lay down their arm s if Spain 
immediately grants to Cuba complete 
autonom y combined with allegiance to 
Spain. 
W ill H art Oar P etroleum Trade. 
St. Petersburg, July 23.—A treaty has 
been concluded between Greece and 
Russia by which a fixed import duty 
has been determined upon for Russian 
cereals, and by which Russia is given 
the monopoly of the kerosene trade in 
Greece. 
It is expected that this will 
have the effect of driving American pe­ 
troleum from the Greek market. 
D am age Done by the Earth’s Sinking. 
Bruex, Bohemia, July 23.—The re- 
m arkable sinking of the earth here has 
caused the collapse of eighteen houses 
and has done dam age to the am ount of 
$300,009.

San Francisco, Cal., July 23.—The trial 
of William H enry Theodore D urrant for 
the m urder of Blanche Lam ont in 
Em anuel Baptist church last April be­ 
gan yesterday. 
Upon its conclusion 
he will be tried for the m urder of Minnie 
Williams, committed in the same edifice. 
No one was adm itted to the court room 
but attorneys, witnesses and reporters. 
The 
attorneys for 
the defendant 
moved for a change of venue with the 
privilege of renewing the motion if it 
should be found impossible to secure an 
unbiased Jury or should such a state 
of feeling be developed as would make 
a fair trial impossible. The motion con­ 
sumed the entire day and will be re­ 
sumed to-day.

Chicago, July 23.—The H arvey-H orr 
debate was continued yesterday after­ 
noon a t the Illinois Club before the us­ 
ual large audience. 
Among other sal­ 
ient things, Mr. H arvey said th at they 
were 
eliminating disputed points 
as 
they went alang. 
He had not backed 
down from anything th at was stated in 
“ Coin’s Financial School," except in one 
instance, th at the silver coined prior to 
1873 was $105,000,000 the correction of the 
erro r showed it was $143,000,000. “Thus 
the only error th at was found in the 
book wTas an error th at wras against us." 
Said Mr. Horr, sum m ing up one ad­ 
dress, “The years 
from 
1879 to 1891 
found our people better employed and at 
better wages than in any other similar 
num ber of years. 
The num ber of un­ 
employed to-day is greatly over-stated. 
The fact is the people to-day are well 
employed.” 
Mr. H arvey replied th at the demoneti­ 
zation of silver threw people out of 
work. In 1884 the Democrats arraigned 
the Republicans for being responsible 
for the terribly hard times, and four 
years later the Republicans came back 
a t the Democrats for the terrible disas­ 
ters th at spread from ocean to ocean 
and the number of workingmen out of I 
employment. 
And so it had gone on. 
Mr. H orr mentioned again th at “gold 
is cheaper than In 1893, and it is only 
one-half as valuable as IOO years ago. 
The whole trend of civilization is to 
cheapen hum an prodguction, gold as 
well, as silver." 
Ju st 
before 
the 
discussion 
began 
Judge Miller arose and said th at it was 
a desirable thing for the contestants to 
recive encouragement in the shape of 
applause, but he hoped there would be 
no demonstrations of disapproval while 
either was speaking. 
The question of the change of ratio 
wras at once taken up when the debate 
commenced, and innumerable authori­ 
ties w’ere quoted by both speakers to 
m aintain their positions. 
The adv an ­ 
tage to either side could not be per­ 
ceived. 
Mr. Harvey then 
gave 
his 
definition of scientific bimetallism. He 
said: 
“Scientific bimetallism is this: 
“I. 
Free and unlimited 
coinage 
of 
both gold and silver; these two metals 
lo constitute the prim ary or redemption 
money of the government. 
“2. That silver dollars of 371*4 grains 
of pure silver (with us) to be the unit 
of value and gold to be coined into 
money at a ratio to be changed if neces­ 
sary from time to time if the commer­ 
cial parity to the legal ratio shall be af­ 
fected by the action of foreign coun­ 
tries. 
“3. 
The money 
coined 
from 
both 
m etals to be legal tender in the pay­ 
m ent of all debts. 
“4. The option as to w’Wich of the 
two moneys is to be paid in the liquida­ 
tion of the debt to rest with the debtor, 
and the governm ent also to exercise 
th a t option w’hen desirable in paying 
out redemption money. 
“All of these conditions are neces­ 
sary. Like any useful mechanical con­ 
struction all the p arts are necessary. 
“First, as to unlimited coinage: W hen 
the mints are open to unlimited coinage 
of the two metals, an unlimited de- ; 
m and is created for them. 
The quan- j 
tity is limited. 
W hen these two m etals 
seek a m arket they find a dem and for 
their use in the arts and m anufactures, ! 
which is limited. 
The surplus finds an 
unlimited m arket a t the m ints to be 
coined into money, the object for which I 
all other products seek 
the 
m arket. 
They thus have an unlimited m arket, as ' 
tile m ints are open to all th at comes, j 
Supply of precious m etals is 
limited. > 
YI hen the mints are open an unlimited 
demand is created. This demand is lim­ 
ited only by the capacity of the busi­ 
ness cf the country to absorb money. 
“W ith a limited supply and unlimited 
dem and, wl^at stuns their jcalue rising? 


I •atios, and even as to w hat has caused 
i he low price of silver to-day, is of little 
tonsequence. Silver is cheap. W e both 
igree to that. 
The great commercial 
lations of the world all refuse to use it 
is the m easure of value. We don’t dis­ 
pute about that. And hence they are to- 
iay refusing it free coinage. No coins 
vhlch are of less value than the m arket 
/alue of the m etals in them would in- 
• licate are ever treated as the measure 
if ultim ate redemption, nor ever passed 
-•urrent at their face value, except they 
ire redeemable 
in money which is 
, worth as much coined 
as uncoined. 
Hence it is impossible to make silver the 
Honey of redemption in a nation doing 
ousiness on a gold basis, except at its

Now ‘Coin,’ in his ‘Financial School,’ 
really adm its th at the ratio between 
the tw’o metals m ust always be deter­ 
mined by the actual value of the metals 
in the m arkets of the world, and ig­ 
nores the doctrine of the ratio of 16 to I 
tieing possible at the present day."

First reports were th at several lives 
were lost, even as high as twenty-five, 
but later couriers, while confirming the 
reports of dam age throughout the sec­ 
tion, say th at there has been, so far as 
learned, no loss of life.

There were 133 fresh elk 
ikins in the camp. 
John N. Carnes, a squaw man, and 
:he oldest settler in Jackson’s Hole, has 
jone over into Idaho and says every set­ 
tler in Jackson’s Hole will be butch­ 
ered. There were 300 B a rlo c k worriors 
rn Hoback river when Carnes was there 
m d he says all the squaws have been 
sent away and that the bucks are daily 
joining the main band. 
Jackson’s Hole settlers are now in­ 
trenched, and waiting the attack. Un- 
ess the cavalry gets there quick, every 
settler between Jackson’s Hole and this 
railway section m ay be massacred. 
Pocatello, Idaho. July 23.—At 
the 
Bannock Indian Agency, thirteen miles 
north of here, those in authority, who 
are in possession of all the fgfts ob­ 
tainable, do not believe the trouble in 
;he Jackson’s Hole country can possibly 
reach a final settlem ent without more 
bloodshed. 
The rumors current here regarding 
depredations of a returning band of 
Bannocks and their killing of 
three 
white settlers cannot be further con­ 
firmed. Not more than 
fifty 
Indians 
have returned to the immediate vicin­ 
ity of the agency and they will not 
talk. Although it can 
be 
positively 
stated th at the rumored danger in this 
vicinity is without foundation, it is 
confidently believed, from the advices 
brought daily by the Indian police from 
the scene of the recent trouble in N orth­ 
western Wyoming, th at there will be 
other clashes between the Indians and 
the settlers and the tough characters 
In the Jackson’s Hole country. 
The clash In th at region is one th at 
occurs every year, but this time your 
correspondent learned a t 
the 
agency 
th at there seems a determination on 
both sides to settle the question as to 
w hether the Indians have a right to 
hunt in th at country regardless of state 
game laws. 
The Indians will not give up their old 
grounds without a struggle, and the 
bona fide settlers and the characters 
far worse than Indians who infest part 
of the country, are determined to give 
the Indians such severe treatm ent th at 
they will not return next year. 
Re­ 
garding these hunts. Indian agents la­ 
bor under the embar; assing situation 
of instructions from W ashington that 
both treaties and state laws m ust be 
respected, yet in several instances they 
In direct conflict.

Dunbar, Pa., July 23.—The heaviest 
rain storms and floods th a t have visited 
this section for m any years occurred 
here last evening. Rain began to fall at 
about 6:30 o’clock and continued in tor­ 
rents for over three hours Trains from 
P ittsburg and the Southwest Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad, on the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad, have not yet passed this 
point. 
The bridges between 
D unbar 
and Uniontown are all washed away, 
and the tracks are washed out in m any 
places also. The local stream s are swol­ 
len higher than at any time since the 
flood of 1888. 
People along the banks of the D unbar 
Creek were compelled to flee for their 
lives, and buildings were carried aw ay 
In the torrent. The bridges crossing the 
creek (w’hich runs through the town) 
are all 
swept away, separating 
the 
town. The D unbar Furnace Company 
and the D unbar Fire Brick Company 
plants are all flooded.

A Case in W hich a Good B argain H ig h t 
H ave B een a Burden. 
James Clark, of Old Town, Wash., 
knows a good story in connection with 
the sinking of the steamship Pacific 
in the Straits of Juan de Fuca, in 1875, 
of which the only survivor was Neil 
Henley, now of Tacoma. 
Mr, Henley 
floated around for hours on a raft after 
the Pacific was struck by the bark Or­ 
pheus. 
W ith him on the raft was a 
m an named William Sampson, who be­ 
came exhausted and sank, Mr. Clark 
says, with between $10,000 and $12,- 
000 in a belt around his body. 
The 
fact that Sampson had the gold on his 
person was known to Mr. Clark and a 
few others only, and it has never been 
published. 
Clark and Sampson were 
m iners together on the Yukon river, in 
Alaska. The mining claim was a rich 
one, and was known in the Yukon dis­ 
trict as the “Three-to-One.” It was so 
called because the party that mined 
and owned it, was composed of three 
white men and a Chinese. 
They re­ 
turned to Victoria to spend the first 
winter, after taking out about $5,000 
apiece in gold, and the next spring 
when they went to back to open up the 
mine again, they found that the floods 
had swept away all their machinery 
and they would have to spend a con­ 
siderable part of the season in making 
and putting in new machinery to han­ 
dle the placer deposits. 
S a m p so n be­ 
came discouraged and he sold his share 
in the diggings to his 
partners 
for 
about $5,000 and returned to Victoria. 
The “Three-to-One” made money that 
season the same as the season before. 
Shortly after Sampson returned to Vic­ 
toria he shipped on the steamer Pa­ 
cific, intending to go to San Francisco. 
He put the gold in a belt around his 
body, as was the custom in those days. 
The raft on 
which 
he and Henley 
floated was in reality a chicken coop. 
Sampson felt he could not last much 
longer in the heavy sea, which rolled 
the coop fearfully, and he begged Hen­ 
ley to take the gold. The latter, feeling 
that he would never set foot on shore 
again, refused to take the belt, and it 
went down with poor Sampson to the 
bottom of the sea. 
Henley was soon 
picked up. 
The next day, though, he 
regretted the loss of his companion on 
the chicken coop, he also deplored that 
he had not taken the proffered belt 
with its burden of gold.

T he Fair Sex Swore More In Old Tim es 
Than Nowadays. 
Dr. Barker Newhall, of Brown Uni­ 
versity, in his 
paper 
on “Women’s 
Speech in Classic 
Literature.” 
said: 
‘Disconnected thought 
and 
inconse­ 
quent expression are characteristic of 
the female mind, and are exhibited, e. 
g ., in oration 32 of Lysias, by the lack 
of connection between the sentences in 
one place and by the excess of it in 
another; while in Terence the insertion 
of a parenthesis often breaks the con­ 
tinuity. Again, we notice the prolixity 
of style, as shown by useless repetitions 
or such diffuseness and garrulity as 
are familiar in Chaucer’s ‘Wife 
of 
Bath.’ 
Plato and Cicero tell us that 
women 
are conservative and 
keep 
many antiquated phrases. 
Such 
are 
found in Corndia’s 
letter and 
else­ 
where, while proverbs abound in Theo­ 
critus’s fifteenth idyl. Women also 
show their emotion by pathetic repeti­ 
tions and exaggeration, as in the 
speeches ascribed by historians to cer­ 
tain Roman matrons and in Alciphron’s 
love letters. Swearing was once quite 
common 
among English women, so 
Juliet’s nurse and Dame Quickly swear 
very freely, while Hotspur reproaches 
Elate for using the weak oaths of wom­ 
en. In classic antiquity the weaker sex 
swore the more frequently and matrons 
most of all. In Greece, as men swore 
by no goddess save Demeter, so 
the 
women by no god but Zeus, while oaths 
by Aphrodite were especially charac­ 
teristic. 
In the best 
period 
Roman 
men never called Castor to witness, nor 
the women Hercules. 
Similarly cer­ 
tain Interjections were the exclusive 
property of the women, as among some 
savage tribes they have peculiar names 
for many objects.”

They 
W ho Provide th e Food o f the 
W orld, Physical as W ell as 
Moral, 
Also Decide the H ealth of th e W orld 
— Trial* of Conspicuous People. 
EW YORK, July 21, 
1895.—Rev. Dr. Tal­ 
mage, who is still 
absent on his an­ 
nual 
mid-summer 
tour, preaching and 
lecturing, has pre­ 
pared for to-day a 
sermon on 
“Plain 
People,” 
a 
topic 
which will appeal to 
a very large major­ 
ity of readers any­ 
where. The text selected was: Romans 
16:14-15, “Salute Asyncritus, Phlegon, 
Hermas, Patrobas, Hermes, Philologus 
and Julia.” 
Matthew Henry, Albert Barnes, Adam 
Clark, Thomas Scott and all the com­ 
mentators pass by these verses without 
any especial remark. The other twenty 
people mentioned in the chapter were 
distinguished for something, and were 
therefore discussed by the illustrious ex­ 
positors; but nothing is said about Asyn­ 
critus, Phlegon, Hermas, Patrobas, Her­ 
mes, Philologus and Julia. Where were 
they born? No one knows. Where did 
they die? There is no record of their de­ 
cease. For what were they distinguish­ 
ed? Absolutely for nothing or the trait 
of character would have been brought 
out by the apostle. If they had been very 
Intrepid or opulent, or hirsute, or music­ 
al of cadence, cr crass of s'.yle, or in 
anywise anomalous, that fe: Lure would 
have been caught by the ap stolic cam- , 
era. 
But they were good people, be­ 
cause Paul sent to them his high Chris­ 
tian regards. They were ordinary peo- j 
pie, moving in ordinary sphere, attend- j 
Ing to ordinary duty, and meeting ordi- ; 
nary responsibilities. 
"VV' hat the world wants is a religion for ! 
ordinary people. 
If there be in the ; 
United States 65,000,000 people, there are j 
certainly not more than 1,000,000 extra- , 
ordinary; and then there are 64,000,000 j 
ordinary, and we do well to turn our I 
backs for a little while upon the distin- j 
guished and conspicuous people of the , 
Bible and consider in our text the seven | 
ordinary. 
We spend too much of our 
time in twisting garlands for remark- 
ables, and building thrones for mag­ 
nates, and sculpturing warriors, and I 
apotheosizing philanthropists. The rank 
and file of the Lord’s soldiery need es­ 
pecial help. 
The vast majority of people to whom • 
this sermon comes will never lead an 
army, will never write a State consti­ 
tution, will never electrify a Senate, 
will never make an important invention, 
■will never introduce a new philosophy, 
will never decide the fate of a nation. 
You do not expect to; you do not want 
to. You will not be a Moses to lead a 
nation out of bondage. You will not be 
a Joshua to prolong the daylight until 
you can shut five kings in a cavern. 
You will not be a St. John to unroll an 
Apocalypse. You will not be a Paul to 
preside over an apostolic college. You 
will not be a Mary to mother a Christ. 
You will more probably be Asyncritus, 
or Phlegon, or Hermas, or Patrobas, or 
Hermes, or Philologus, or Julia. 
Many of you are women at the head 
of 
households. 
This 
morning 
you 
launched the family for Sabbath observ­ 
ance. Your brain decided the apparel, 
your judgment was final on all ques­ 
tions of personal attire. Every morning 
you plan for the day. The culinary de­ 
partm ent of your household is in your 
dominion. You decide all questions of 
diet. 
All the sanitary regulations of 
your house are under your supervision. 
To regulate the food, and the apparel, 
and the habits, and decide the thousand 
questions of home life is a tax upon 
brain and nerve and general health ab­ 
solutely appalling, if there be no divine 
alleviation. 
It does not help you much to be told 
that Elizabeth Fry did wonderful things 
among the criminals of Newgate. 
It 
does not help you much to be told that 
Mrs. Judson was very brave among the 
Bornesian cannibals. 
It does not help 
you much 
to be told that 
Florence , 
Nightingale was very kind 
to 
the 
wounded in the Crimea. 
It would be 
better for me to tell you that the divine 
Friend of Mary and M artha is your 
Friend, and that he sees all the annoy­ 
ances and disappointments and abra­ 
sions and exasperations of an ordinary 
housekeeper from morn till night, and 
from the first day of the year to the last 
day of the year, and at your call he is 
ready with help and reinforcement. 
They who provide 
the food of 
the j 
world decide the health of the world, i 
One of the greatest battles of this cen- I 
tury was lost because the commander ! 
that morning had a fit of indigestion. 
You have only to go on some errand 
amid the taverns and the hotels of t h e 
United States and Great Britain to ap­ 
preciate the fact that a vast multitude 
of the human race are slaughtered by 
incompetent cookery. Though a young 
woman may have taken lessons in mus­ 
ic, and may have taken lessons in paint­ 
ing, and lessons in astronomy, she is not 
well educated unless she has taken les­ 
sons in dough! 
They who decide the 
apparel of the world and the food of the 
world decide the endurance of the world. 
An unthinking man may consider it 
a m atter of little importance—the cares 
of the household and the economies of 
domestic life—but I tell you the earth is 
strewn with the m artyrs of kitchen and 
nursery. The health-shattered woman­ 
hood of America cries out for a God who 
can help ordinary women in the ordi­ 
nary duties of housekeeping. The wear­ 
ing, grinding unappreciated work goes 
on, but the same Christ who stood on 
the bank of Galilee in the early’ morning 
and kindled the fire and had the fish 
already cleaned and broiling when the 
sportsmen stepped ashore chilled and 
hungry’, will help every woman to pre­ 
pare breakfast, whether by’ her own 
hand c by the hand of her hired help. 
The G^ , who made indestructible eu­ 
logy of Hannah, who made a coat for 
Samuel, her son. and carried it to the 
temple every’ year, will help every wo­ 
man in preparing the family wardrobe. 
The God who opens the Bible with the 
story’ of Abraham’s entertainment of the 
three angels on the plains of Mamre 
will help every woman to provide hos­ 
pitality, however rare and embarrass­ 
ing. 
It is high time that some of the 
attention we have been giving to the 
remarkable 
women of 
the Bible—re- 
marlcnhle for their virtue nr ♦ holr want 


horah and Jezebel, and Herodias and 
Athaliah, and Dorcas and the Marys, 
excellent or a b a n d o n ^ —it is high tim • 
some of the attention we have been giv­ 
ing to these conspicuous women of the 
Bible be given to Julia of the text, an 
ordinary woman amid ordinary circum­ 
stances, attending to ordinary duties 
and meeting ordinary responsibilities. 
Then there are all the ordinary busi­ 
ness men. They need divine and Chris­ 
tian help. When we begin to talk about 
business life we shoot right off and talk 
about men who did business on a large 
scale, and who sold millions of dollars of 
goods a year; but the vast majority of 
business men do not sell a million dol- 
lais of goods, nor half a million, nor a 
quarter of a million, nor the eighth part 
of a million. Put all the business men 
of our cities, towns, villages and neigh- 
borhoods side by side, and you will find 
that they sell less than fifty thousand 
dollars worth of goods. All these men 
in ordinary business life want divine 
help. 
You see how the wrinkles are 
printing on the countenance the story 
of worriment and care. You cannot tell 
how old a business man is by looking at 
him. Gray hairs at thirty. A man at 
forty-five with the stoop of a nonogena- 
rian. 
No time to attend to improved 
dentistry’, the grinders cease because 
they are few. 
Actually dying of old 
age at forty or fifty, when they ought to 
be at the meridian. Many of these busi­ 
ness men have bodies like a neglected 
clock to which yrou come and you wind 
it up, and it begins to buzz and roar, 
and then the hands start around very 
rapidly, and then the clock strikes five, 
or ten, or forty, and strikes without any’ 
sense, and then suddenly stops. 
So is 
the body of that worn-out business man. 
Now, what is wanted is grace—divine 
grace for ordinary business men, men 
who are harnessed from morn till night 
and all the days of their life—harnessed 
in business. 5lot grace to lose a hun­ 
dred thousand, but grace to lose ten 
dollars. 
Not grace to supervise two 
hundred and fifty employes in a factory, 
but grace to supervise the book-keeper, 
and two salesmen and the small boy 
that sweeps the store. Grace to invest 
not the eighty thousand dollars of net 
profit, but the twenty-five hundred of 
clear gain. 
Grace not to endure the 
loss of a whole shipload of spices from 
the Indies, but grace to endure the loss 
of a paper of collars from the leakage 
of a displaced shingle on a poor roof. 
Grace not to endure the tardiness of 
the American Congress in passing a 
necessary law, but grace to endure the 
tardiness of an errand boy stopping to 
play marbles when he ought to deliver 
the goods. Such a grace as thousands of 
business 
men 
have 
to-day—keeping 
them tranquil whether goods sell or do 
not sell, whether customers pay’ or do 
not pay, whether tariff is up or tariff is 
down, whether the crops are luxuriant 
or are a dead failure—calm in all cir­ 
cumstances and amid all vicissitudes. 
That is the kind of grace we want. Mil­ 
lions of men want it, and they may have 
it for the asking. Some hero or heroine 
comes to town, and as the procession 
passes through the street, the business 
men come out and stand upon tiptoe on 
their store steps and look at some one 
who in Arctic clime, or in ocean storm, 
or in day of battle, or in hospital ag .- 
nies, did the brave thing, not realizing 
that they, the enthusiastic spectators, 
have gone through trials in business life 
that are just as great before God. Th^-re 
are men who have gone through freez­ 
ing Arctics, and burning torrids, and 
awful Marengoes of experiences with­ 
out moving five miles from their door. 
Now, what ordinary business men need 
is to realize that they have the friend­ 
ship of that Christ who looked after the 
religious interests of Matthew, the cus­ 
tom-house clerk, and helped Lydia, of 
Thy’atira, to sell the dry goods, and who 
opened a bakery and fish-market in the 
wilderness of Asia Minor to feed the 
seven thousand who had come out on a 
religious picnic, and who counts the hairs 
of your head with as much particularity’ 
as though they were the plumes of a 
coronation, and who took the trouble r.o 
stoop down with his finger writing on 
the ground, although the first shuffle of 
feet obliterated the divine caligraphy, 
and who knows just how’ many locusts 
there were in the Egyptian plague, and 
knew just how many ravens w’ere nec­ 
essary to supply Elijah’s pantry by the 
brook Cherith, and who, as floral com­ 
mander, leads forth all the regiments of 
primroses, 
foxgloves, 
daffodils, 
hya­ 
cinths, and fillies w’hich pitch their tents 
of beauty and kindle their camp-fires 
of color all around the hemisphere—that 
that Christ and that God knows the 
most minute affairs of your business fife 
and 
however inconsiderable, 
under­ 
standing all the affairs of that woman 
who keeps a thread-and-needle store as 
well as all the affairs of a Rothschild 
and a Stewart. 
Then there are all the ordinary farm ­ 
ers. We talk about agricultural fife, 
and we immediately shoot off to talk 
about Cincinnatus, the patrician, w’ho 
w’ent from the plough to a high posi­ 
tion, and after he got through the dic­ 
tatorship in twenty- one days w’ent 
back again to the plough. 
W hat en­ 
couragement is that to ordinary farm ­ 
ers? The vast majority of them—none 
of them will be patricians. 
Perhaps 
none of them will be Senators. If any 
of them have dictatorships it will be 
over forty, or fifty, or a hundred acres 
of the old homestead. W hat those men 
W’ant is grace to keep their patience 
while ploughing with balky oxen, and 
to keep cheerful amid the drought that 
destroys the corn crop, and that en­ 
ables them to restore the garden the 
day after the neighbor’s cattle have 
broken in and trampled out the straw­ 
berry bed, and gone through the Lima- 
bean patch, and eaten up the sw’eet 
corn in such large quantities that they 
must be kept from the w’ater lest they 
swell up and die. 
Grace in catching 
weather that enables them, without im­ 
precation, to spread out the hay the 
third time, although again and again 
and again it has been almost ready for 
the mow. A grace to doctor the cow 
with a hollow horn, and the sheep 
with the foot-rot, and the horse with 
the distemper, and to compel the un­ 
willing acres to yield a livelihood for 
the family, and schooling for the chil­ 
dren, and little extras to help the older 
boy in business, and something for the 
daughter’s wedding outfit, and a little 
surplus for the time when the ankles 
will get stiff with age, and the breath 
will be a little short, and the swinging 
of the cradle through the hot harvest 
field w ill bring on the old m an’s vertigo 
Better close up about Cincinnatus. 
I 
know Ave hundred farmers just as 
noble as he w’as. 
JV hat they want is to know that they 
have the friendship of that Christ who 
often drew his similes from the farm- 
er!a life, as when he said.* “ a sow er 


his best parable out of the scene of a 
farm ers boy coming back from his 
wanderings, and the old farmhouse 
shook that night with rural jubilee; and 
who compared himself to a lamb in the 
pasture field, and who said the eternal 
God is a farmer, declaring: “My Father 
is the husbandman.” 
Those stone masons do not w’ant to 
, know’ about Christopher Wren, the ar- 
I chltect, w’ho built St. Paul’s Cathedral. 
It would be better to tell them how to 
carry the hod of brick up the ladder 
without slipping, and how on a cold 
morning with the trowel to smooth off 
the m ortar and keep cheerful, and how 
to be thankful to God for the plain food 
taken from the pail by the roadside. 
Carpenters standing amid the adze, 
and the bit, and the plane, and the 
broad axe need to be told that Christ 
W’as a carpenter, w’ith his own hand 
wielding saw and hammer. Oh, this is 
a tired w’orld, and it is an overworked 
world, and it is an underfed world, and 
it is a w’rung-out world, and men and 
women need to know that there is rest 
and recuperation in God and in that re­ 
ligion W’hieh was not so much intended 
for extraordinary people as for ordi­ 
nary people because there are more of 
them. 
The healing profession has had its 
Abercrombies, and its Abernethys, and 
its Valentine Motts and its Willard 
Parkers; 
but 
the 
ordinary 
physi­ 
cians do the most of 
the w’orld’s 
medicining, and they need to under­ 
stand that w’hile taking diagnosis or 
prognosis, or writing prescription, or 
compounding medicament, or holding 
the delicate pulse of a dying child they 
may have the presence and the dictation 
of the Almighty Doctor who took the 
case of the mad.nan. and, after he had 
torn off his garments in foaming de­ 
mentia, clothed him again, body and 
mind, and. who lifted up the woman 
W’ho for eighteen y’ears had been bent 
almost double with the rheumatism, 
into graceful stature, and w’ho turned 
the scabs of leprosy into rubicund com­ 
plexion, and who rubbed the numbness 
out of paralysis, and who swung w’ide 
open the closed windows of hereditary 
I or accidental blindness, until the morn­ 
ing fight came streaming through the 
I fleshly casements, and who knows all 
j the diseases, and all the remedies, and
